Governor Eugene Talmadge and 
Commissioner of Agriculture G. C, 
Adams Monday appeared headed for 
the same kind of a clash in which the 
governor engaged last summer with the 
old state highway board when the 
commissioner challenged the chief 
executive's authority to strip his quar- 
terly budget and the governor an- 
nounced he was standing on the budg- 
et law which he used to thwart the 
plans of Captain J. W. Barnett, for- 
mer highway board chairman, the 
challenging of which eventually 
brought about the removal of Barnett 
under a martial Jaw proclamation. 

The controversy between the gov- 
ernor and Adams reached this stage 


Monday afternoon at a conference at 
which it had been expected they might 
amicably séttle their differences grow- 
ing out of a budget which the gov- 
ernor said Saturday called for ex- 
pending too Jarge a percentage of the 
$46,000 Commissioner Adams has on 
his 1934 appropriation and in which 
he refused to permit removal of Dr.

Clark and his assistants and asked for 
the conference during the day at which 
(Comptroller General William B. Har- 
rison sat as a third party, which is 
provided under the law setting up the 
office of state chemist. 

Before going to the conference, Com- 
missioner Adams sent a notice to Dr.

GENEVA, July 2.—(4)—President 
Roosevelt's plan to curb the secret 
collection of armaments by striking at 
munitions sources, was enthusiastical- 
ly approved today by a committ-c of 
the disarmament confe-sence. 

Powers represented on the commit- 
tee investigating manufacture and 
traffic in arms adopted a plan based 
on American suggestions which 
would bring into the glare of public: 
ity all armaments, whether home-made 
or imported. 

A draft of the proposal’ will be 
sent to all governments with a, view 
to ineorporation in the generat dis- 
armament treaty. 

If the project finds eventual uni- 
versal adoption, as hoped by the com- 
mittee, every gun and every piece of 
war material will be registered inte 
nationally. 

The plan provides for the strictest 
inspection and supervisicn.

SLAYING CHARGE 


War Veteran, Arrested in 
_ Murder of Hotel Owner, 


ROANOKE, Va. July 2.—(@)-- 
Weakened by his refusal to eat, Major 
Robert C. Kent Jr.. vigorously pro- 
tested his. innocence tonight of charges 
that he slew Mrs. Mary J. Hastings, 
a resort hotel owner of Blue Ridge 
Springs. | 

Kent, a grandson of a former lieu- 
tenant governor of Virginia and mem- 
ber of a prominent family in the west- 
ern part of the statc, was near hyste- 
ria. He kept shouting, “I can't stand 
it” as he clung to the bars of his 
jail cell. 

“They haven't got anything on me,” 
he adged. “Why woulu they want a 
confession if they had anything?” 

Federal and state authorities ar- 
rested Kent three days ago after Mrs. 
Hastings failed to return to her hotel. 

Men Kent commanded in France 
during the World War called on him 
but instead of muddy, wire-tore khaki 
they wore blue unifornis. The visi- 
tors were Motorcycle Policemen John 
F, Rice and Fred Tickle and Patrol- 
man Harry Kirkner, all of the Roan- 
oke police force. 

Kent is charged with kidnaping and 
murder under the federal “Lindbergh” 
statute and state. laws. The state 
is prepared to contend that he lured 
Mrs. Hastings from the.hotel, drove

TOKYO, July 3. (Tuesday ).—(UP) 
The cabinet of Premier Viscount 
Makoto Saito resigned at 11:50 a. m. 
today as a result of the bank of Tai- 
wan scandal. 

After officially announcing the cabi- 
net’s decision, the government said 
Premier Saito would present the resig- 
nations at the palace at 1:50 p. m, 

Military and nayal groups sprang 
into action, attempting. through their 
high commands to bring about selec- 
tion of u new cabinet favorable to ex- 
pansion of the army. | 

In many quarters, however, it was 
believed that Saito will be directed 
to form a new cabinet. 

After studying evidence in the Ku- 
roda scandal the ministers agreed they 
were obligated to assume responsibility 
for the affair. The ministers prepared 
individual resignations, which they 
handed to Saito for transmission to 
the emperor. 

The coalition cabinet was appointed 
May 26, 1932. Difficulties leading to 
the decision to resign were not con- 
sidered chiefly political, although there 
has been strong pressure for a eabi- 
net more favorable to the military. 

Individual troubles of cabinet mem- 
bers were blamed principally. A

BERLIN, July 2.—The story of 
how 60 rebellious storm troopers were 
executed with unbandaged eyes in an 
old cadet school in a Berlin suburb 
was told today by a man who ob- 
viously was a member of Chancellor 
Hitler’s firing squad. 

The man, a member of the schutz 
staffel, special black-shirted . guards, 
whispered his story of 60 executions, 
after making certain no eavesdropper 
could hear. 

Before the executions, there was:a 
trial for each “traitor” before a court 
of three men, under the chairmanship 
of. Heinrich Himmler, chief of seeret 
police, Another judge was a high- 
ranking officer of the schutz siaffel 


(army). 

Each man was given three minutes 
before the judges, and fach was sen- 
tenced to death, although some were 
given an opportunity to commit sui- 
cide, 

“The men were judged and con- 
demned in three minutes,” said the 
witness, “and were disposed of short- 
ly after that. ; 

“From the tribunal they were taken 
before the firing squad as the drums 
rolled to drown out the shots. : 

“All died without bandages over 
their eyes, All. refused to be. blinded.

Alt-Nazi Cabinet Which

BERLIN, July 2:—Hundreds of 
persons have been summartly execut- 
ed in Adolf Hitler’s ruthless suppres- 
sion of revolt in nazi ranks, a reliable 
source stated tonight, as the full sig- 
nificance of the party “blood’ purge’ 
became more evident. 

More than 60 perspns were shot 
down in Berlin alone, said this author- 
ity, indicating that previous reports 
that only a score or so fell were far 
short of the real facts. 

The government,. which has heen 
promising an “authentic” list of those 
executed, tonight again postponed giv- 
ing it out when it had been expected. 

Hitler Praised. 


Eighty-six-year-old President Yon 
Hindenburg today sent a message to 
Chancellor Hitler congratulating him 
on his coup against the rebels within 
the-nazi party and within the govern- 
ment. 

“From reports submitted to me,” 
he telegraphed from his country estate 
at Neudeck, “I see that by your reso- 
lute operation and courageous personal 
action all high treasonable machina+ 
tions have been nipped in the bud. 

“You have saved the German peo- 
ple from serious dangers. I express 
to you my deep thanks and gratitnde, 
with cordial regards, signed, Yon Hin- 
denburg, reich president.” 

Goering Thanked. 

At the same time the president 
thanked Herman. Wilhelm Goering, 
Prussian premier, for his “energetic 
and successful action in suppression 
of an attempt at high treason.” z 
_ Goering personally directed the raids 
in’ Berlin against mutinous storm 
troop leaders and conservatives while 
Hitler was raiding the Munich head- 
quarters, and directing the execution 
minister without 
portfolio and supreme commander of 
the storm troops, 

The remarkable vitality of Von Hin- 
denburg, hero of the army and the 
people, was demonstrated forcibly in 
his actions today. 

Yesterday his condition was se 
alarming that a “major medica! coun- 
cil” was called at his estate. Today 
he wae able to walk in his garden and 
to speak vigorously on matters vitally 
affecting the beloved Germany which 
he has served in war and peace for 
more than half a century. 

Von Papen to Go. 

Secure thus far in his position, to 
which he waded through this ocean 
of blood, Hitler prepared to consoli- 
date himself and his colleagues by 
forcing from power the mainstay of 
the conservatives, Vice Chancellor 
Von Papen. 

An authoritative source said that 
Von Papen, a staunch friend of Presi- 
dent Von Hindenburg, a devout Cath- 
olie and a critic of many nazi policies, 
will go out of office tomorrow. 

Present plans, said this informant, 
call for elevation to the vice chancel- 
lorship of Herman Wilhelm Goering, 
Prussian premier and co-purger. with 
Hitler in Saturday’s suppression of 
“traitors.” 

_ The president of the reich warned 
Von Papen must not be harmed. 

The bluff, soldierly president. re- 
garded 24 hours ago as a sick old man, 
exposed his iron hand to the strife- 
torn nation by making the reichswehr 
(regular army) directly responsible 
for the safety of his friend and pro- 
tege, Von Papen.

Angelo Herndon, negro “red’’ in 
Fulton tower awaiting the outcome of 
his appeal to the United States su- 
preme court*from an 18 to 20-year 
sentence for inciting to insurrection, 
was host Monday afternoon to a dele- 
gation of New York liberals. 


Herndon, seated in a cane-bottom 
chair and smoking a cigaret, in the 
presence of jail officials, told the dele- 
gation of alleged lack of privileges in 
the jail. The young negro, aside from 
looking somewhat anaemic, appeared 
to be in good health and spirits and 
smiled throughout the interview. 

His principal complaint was the 
claim that his mail is interfered with 
and that he does not get sufficient 
reading matter. 

Chief Jailer Bob Holland assured 
the visitors that Herndon is accorded 
the same consideration given other 
prisoners and said that at least twice 
a week he sees that Herndon gets an 
extra portion of food. Herndon did 
not deny this.

Commissioner Adams’ letter to the 
governor follows: 


July 2, 1934. 
Governor Eugene Talmadge, 
State Capitol, 
Atlanta, Georgia. 
“My Dear Sir. I am in receipt of your 
letter of the 39th, ultimo, commenting on 
changes made by me in the budget sub- 
mitted for. your approval for this depart- 
ment for the third quarter of this year. 

First, I wish to comment upon your con- 
clusion in regard to changes made in the 
personnel of the chemical department. You 
concede my right to remove the state chem- 
ist, but call- my attention to the fact that 
the chemical Jaboratory is now in the midst 
of the season of running samples and state 
that it is not best to change chemists and 
helpers without specific cause at this time. 
This admonition carries with it an implica- 
tion that is unwarranted and unfounded and 
is a gratuitous misrepresentation of my 
attitude toward the trust reposed in me 
by the people of this state. No man could 
feel more keenly his responsibility to the 
farmers of the state for the efficiency of 
this department than I, and I feel that 
it is presumptuous on your part even to 
insinuate that I] would take such drastic 
steps in regard to the personnel of the de- 
partment without taking into consideration 
the interest of the people affected by its 
functions. The lack of justification of your 
criticism is demonstrated by the fact that 
the changes proposed by me do not affect 
a single employe charged with any duty 
in connection with the analysis of fer- 
tilizer. 

I discharged Dr. Clark and appointed Dr. 
J. R. Cain Jr. as state chemist at a salary 
less than that formerly drawn by Dr. Clark. 
lt was necessary for the efficiency of this 
department to replace Dr. Clark on account 
of his gross insubordination and disloyalty

After I had appointed Dr. Cain to the 
office of state chemist, I conferred 
him relative to the selection of the assist- 
ants in his department and in the pure food 
and drug division. We agreed upon the 
employes named in the budget. I do not 
concede to you the right to select, or par- 
ticipate in the selection of, the employes 
of this department. I assume that the pur- 
ported authority for your attempted usurpa- 
tion of the powers of the commissioner of 
agriculture is based upon that part of the 
act establishing the budget bureau, which 
requires that quarterly requisitions from 
each department of the state be filed with 
the governor, That act also provides: 


‘Such requisitions shall be approved 
by the governor as to all its requests, - 
except such as in the judgment of the 
governor may not conform to the pro- 
visions of the act of the general assem- 
bly making appropriation.” 

There is no item in the budget presented 
to you which does not conform to the pro- 
visions of the general appropriation bill 
making the appropriation to the department 
of agricniture for the year 1934. I concede 
that under the law the oumber of assistant 
chemists and experts and the salaries and 
compensations to be paid them shall be first 
submitted to and approved? by a board com- 
posed of*the governor of Georgia, the comp- 
troller general and the commissioner of 
agriculture.

“The Harriman compan) persists 
in its determination to remain closed, 
throwing more than 600 employes out 
of work, rather than agree to two of 
14 points, acceptance of which would 
result in immediate restoration of its 
Blue Eagle.

After this amount of munres, 
together with the $3,000 returned to the 
department of agriculture as a refund from 
the appropriation of last year, is added 1» 
the remainder of the appropriation for the 
year 1934, less the amount of the budget, 
the department will have a halance of 
$24,506.28 for the last quarter of the year, 
even after deducting the 25 per cent. re- 
duction ordered by you. You will observe 
that the amount of the budget is $6,257.14 
less than the total amount of the budget 
approved by you for the second quarter. 

In preparing the budget submitted to you 
for the third quarter of this year, I sought 
to divide equitably the balance of the funds 
available for the year between the two re- 
maining quarters. I called your attention 
In my letter submitting the budget to the 
fact that there would be no urgent neces- 
sity for field work during the last quar- 
ter of the year. I still feel that I am 
in a better position, being more intimate- 
ly acquainted with the functions of the 
department than anyone else, to determine 
how and when the meager appropriation 
for the year shall be spent. 

I respectfully insist that the balance of 
the budget as presented be approved in or- 
der that the functions of the department 
may no be impaired.

Georgia Farmers Will Get 


Help Under Mortgage Act 


Undetermined Number 
Believed Ready to Avail 
Selves of Provisions of 
Frazier-Lenke Law. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.— With 
approximately 20 per cent of farms 
in the South Atlantic states mort- 
gaged in 1933 for more than 70 per 
cent of their actual value, it is ex- 
pected that a large number of Georgia 
farmers will lose little time in taking 
the Frazier-Lemke 
amendment to the bankruptcy 


act, 


| signed by President Roosevelt shortly 


before he left for his Hawaiian cruise. 
According to the census bureau, 


there were 255,598 farms in Georgia 


in 1930, and while no state figures 
on the number of mortgaged farms 
are available in Washington, the eco- 
nomics division of the department of 


agriculture, during a national survey 


in January, 1933, found that 19.6 per 
cent of the farms in the South At- 
lantic division were indebted for more 


‘than 70 per cent of their true value. 


No Figures on Geor 

While the program of the farm cred- 
it administration has been to prevent 
farm foreclosures and to refinance ex- 
cessive debt burden on a basis which 
would permit good farmers to work 
out, the FCA have compiled no fig- 
ures to show how many mortgaged 
farms there are in Georgia. However, 
one official said “that there has been 
a whale of a lot of them in the state 
in the Jast 10 years and I believe the 
survey of the department of agricul- 
ture will show that Georgia ranks 
pretty well up with the 19.6 percent- 
age attributed to states in the South | 
Atlantic division. 

Included in the South Atlantie di- 
vision besides Georgia are the states 
of Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, 
West Virginia, North and South Caro- 
lina, Florida and the Distriet of Co- 
lumbia. 

Few observers in Washington 
thought the president would sign the 
Frazier-Lemke farm mortgage bill, 
which amends the bankruptcy laws to 
enable farmers to obtain a five-year 
moratorium on their debts, but upon 
assurances from W. I. Myers, admin- 
istrator of the FCA, that ‘“‘farmers as 
a class are very slow to take bank- 
ruptey.” Mr. Roosevelt withheld his 
veto of the measure, with the remark 
that he signed it with some reluctance. 

Statement by Myers. 

In a formal statement issued today 
Administrator Myers said: 

“The Frazier-Lemke amendment te 
the bankruptcy act is in accordance 
with the program of the FCA, since 
it attempts to prevent occasional self- 
ish creditors from foreclosing on dis- 
tressed farm debtors. As a result of 
the general recovery during she past 
year and the loans of the federal land 
banks and the land bank commission- 
er, the great majority of distressed 
farm mortgage cases have been reliey- 
ed leaving avery slight minority of 
farmers who will have to go into 
bankruptcy to save their homes.” 

The administrator further explain- 


'ed that his experience in working with 


farmers personally gave him every con- 
fidence that they still retain an ever- 
present urge to pay their debts, 

In answer to opponents of the act, 
who charged that there would be a 
wholesale scale-lown of creditor 
claims under the  Frazier-Lemke 
amendment, Mr. Myers declared that 
“under the refinancing program of 
the FCA, scale-down of the claims of 
creditors have been necessary in less 
than one out of seven loans.” 

Fight by Huey Long. 

During the closing days of the ses- 
sion, Senator Huey Long, whose de- |

Frazier-Lemké amendment, probably 
made it possible for farmers te take 
advantage of the bankruptcy Jaw in 
so far as the seventy-third congress 
is concerned, disagreed with Adminis- 
trator Myers.

“Three thousand farmers in this 
nation are being driven off their farms 
each and every day because they can- 
not pay for their farms; because they 
gave mortgages back in 1920-21 and 
on up to 1925 when the dollar was 
only 60 cents whereas today 
the dollar is worth $1.36. They gave 
these mortgages at a time when the 
income of the country was such that 
a farmer could pay off his mort- 
gages. Cotton was bringing 20 cents 
a pound. Wheat was bringing two or 
three times what it is bringing now, 
So was corn. 
farmers of the country, with the dé- 
pression, find that a farm that is 
mortgaged for $1,500 cannot be sold 
on the public market for more than 
half that amount; and what good is 
it going to do for a bank to take it 
over and to lease it out?

ANOTHER CONVERT TESTIFIES. 

I am one of those who wholly be- 
lieve with you that one does not “take 
cold” from exposure. I never hesitate 
to sit in a draft and 1 dg not worry 
when I find it necessary to keep on 
wet shoes. I do not believe I have 
ever suffered any ill. effect from such 
“exposure.” Whenever I have the cri, 
or should I say “a cri,” it is invariably 
after I have come in too close contact 
with some one else who has it. 
have an arrested case of pulmonary 
tuberculosis. Many years ago when I 
was “taking the cure” in a sanatorium 
I was on moderate exercise, and one 
day I hurried back from a walk be- 
cause of a sudden rain. My physician 
astonished me by warning me that no 
one ever had a second breakdown from 
getting wet but that the second break- 
down was due to hurrring in many in- 
stances. (Miss S. B. C.) 
eg there are several sermons in 
that. 

First. Miss C’s experience, in view 
of the fact that she bas arrested tu- 
berculosis, ought to ‘mpress ordinary 
folk who have no such handicap or 
latent disease. If she suffers no ill 
effect from drafts. wet feet and the 
like, surely ordinary folk should not 
worry about such everyday “expos- 
ure.” Note well, you poor victims of 
cryophobia, that this lady won her 
battle with tuberculosis, made a good 
recovery, in spite of ber. as you soft 
eggs see it, recklessness about “ex- 
posure.” In my opinion her “careless- 
ness” about drafts, wet feet or getting 
caught in the rain was a contributing 
factor in her recovery.

When Mr. Roosevelt asked whether 
the individual felt better about his 
bank account than a year ago he must 
have been thinking, to be sure, of 
those who have bank accounts. When 
he asked if working conditions were 
better he must have been thinking 
of those with jobs and hardly those 
who have had their pay reduced 
through shorter working hours or 
those who have been forced into idle- 
ness through the NRA codes and 
countless other consequences of the 
new legislation. 

Many Facts Untold. 

When he asked if the individual's 
faith in the future was more firmly 
grounded, the president must have 
been thinking of the vast number of 
people who do not know that today 
the government of the United States 
ends its fiscal year with the largest 
deficit in peace time, or what a 
deficit of nearly $4,000,000,000 really 
means to the working — people of 
America. 

Mr. Roosevelt made no reference to 
this disturbing condition in govern- 
ment finances. He was trying to look 
at the brighter side of the picture, 
namely the improvement in public 


morale which has been witnessed in I 


the past year, and it has unquestion- 
ably been improved. As a matter of 
fact, however, back in 1928 the presi- 
dent of the United States delivered 
a message to congress in terms just 
as optimistic as Mr. Roosevelt's mes- 
sage to the American people. There 
were “doubting Thomases” then, but 
they were shouted down. It was a 
“new era,” the contention was, and 
of course critics were as unpopular 
then as they are today. 
Fear of Taxes. 

Everybody is hoping that Mr. 
Roosevelt’s prophecy will come true 
and that the emergency expenditures 
will carry us through the Soocodhien 
But the fear which the president has 
by no means erased with his words 
of sympathy and encouragement is 
that the taxes which are to be Im- 
posed upon eonsumer goods in order 
to pay huge government deficits may 
destroy incentive to the extent that 
purchases will be curtailed and un- 
employment increased. 

In 1929 there was disregard of 
fundamental law. There is disregard 
of it today. The president does not 
indicate how the nation is going to 
tax itself to pay its deficits. And 
if people do not or cannot pay taxes, 
then repudiation is  snevitable. And 
another name for renudiation is in- 
flation of the currency. 

People who have made a study of 
these things, including many -of the 
brain trusters’ outside the administra- 
tion, in the colleges and universities 
of the country, are ‘earful of a col- 
lapse of currency in another year or 
two because the people may be unable 
ta pay the tax bill. If that time comes 
the working classes whose pay en- 
velopes are not big enough to meet the 
skyrocketing ~costs of living will not 
answer with a chorus of “ayes” but 
will want the situation promptly cor- 


rected. 
Afraid to Feel Good. 

The question to be asked now is 
whether the president has a program 
te avoid the inflation catastrophe and, 
if he has, then the people who are 
hesitating to buy long-term bonds 
should be apprised of jt at the earliest 
possible moment so chey will begin 
to furnish the capital needed to put 
back to work the 10,000,000 men and 
their families who cannot but have 
answered “no” in the misery of their 
dole-helped homes. 

Supposing the vast number of us 
are better off than a year ago, have 
we a right to ignore the plight of the 
10,000,000 who still wait vainly for 
jobs and not charity? To think of 
one’s self alone and be satisfied with 
selfish materialism somehow suggests 
the old deal of 1929. Still, in a po- 
litical year, speeches are made to the 
contented in the hope that the dis- 
=" will be outnumbered at the 
polls.

that the project was unconstitutional, 
Without hearing from the government, 
the court ruled that the interyenors 
were not parties at interest, and threw 
out the petition. 

The court and jury then went 
ahead with fixing the valuations on 
the university project. This was soon 
completed, and a decree will be is- 
sued by the court to this effect prob- 
ably today. Petitions for the pay- 
ment of the money for the 134 par- 
cels, aggregating $286,000, are being 
signed by property owners and lien 
holders, and the money will be dis- 
bursed beginning on July 13. 

There are six parcels upon which 
owners and the government were un- 
able to agree as to price. This will 
be determined in separate suits later. 

The jury then considered the val- 
uations of the Techwood parcels. All 
but a few of these have been agreed 
on. The proceedings were interrupt- 
ed at this stage by the hearing of a 
claim by W. J. Davis, president of 
the Atlanta Title and Trust Company, 
against Emory University, owner of 
some of the parcels, involving the 
proposed closing of a street. If this 
were done, Davis asserted, his prop- 
erty which abutted on the street, 
would he damaged. The court will 
decide this matter today when the jury 
will resume consideration of the val- 
ues. The sum of $439,275,245 was 
paid into the court Monday for pay- 
ment to the Techwood owners. They 
will probably begin receiving their 
money after the university owners 
have been paid. 

Jackson, attorney for the interven- 
ors, said after the hearing that he 
had not decided yet whether or not he 
would make. an appeal from. the 
court’s decision, but was inclined to 
think he would. 

Claims Are Filed. 

Several claims were filed Monday, 
but these represented claims of per- 
sons to ownership of certain parcels 
and liens, These are part of the 
general proceedings and will not af- 
fect the project itself. The univer- 
sity project will cost. about $1,600,- 
000. and will house negroes exclu- 
sively. "

Commenting on the first major 
land payments in the huge PWA hous- 
ing program, Administrator Ickes 


said: 

“Naturally we are glad to be so 
close to actual payment for property 
on our program. University project 
will wipe out one of Atlanta’s worst 
slums and eliminate unsightly and 
insanitary living conditions. 

“We are driving to get the national 
low-cost housing program into con- 
struction. However, with hundreds 
of problems to dispose of in acquir- 
ing land, it cannot be done hastily. 
We are making excellent progress, 
however.” 

Project Huge, Ickes Says. 

The administrator explained that 
the United States had rarely before 
seen real estate operations the size 
of those involved in the low-cost hous- 
ing program. 

“The land purchasing part of the 
program.” he said, “represents one 
the largest metropolitan land -acquisi- 
tions by the government since the days 
of the last territorial purchases.” 

Present unfortunate conditions on 
the site of the university project will 
be replaced with a series of two-story 
row houses, two-story flats and three- 
story multiple dwellings, according to 
housing experts of the PWA. These 
new buildings will accommodate 
around 600 families. Space will be 
provided for stores, offices and a com- 
munity house and a large airy base- 
ment will be provided for-the laun- 
dry.

There is a point 
of margina) utility in that, however, 
for eventually there will be no new 
facts to tear down the theories. When 
we reach that point, my friends, there 
will no longer be need for theory! 
Need we worry over that? No. Let 
us rather continue to assemble facts;

Hitler, accompanied by Foreign 
Minister Baron Konstantin Von 
Neurath, drove from Wilhelm- 
strasse in an open car, attired in 
a dark suit. His expression was 
tense as he acknowledged the 
cheers of the populace.

The prince’s adjutant stated that 
August Wilhelm was safe and free in 
his home in Potsdam. 

There were reports in Berlin of 
street fighting in other cities in the 
reich, but the authorities stated these | 
were without foundation and there 
was “perfect order” everywhere. 

The fact Dr, Eric Klausener, head 
of the Catholic action organization, 
was one of those executed in the 
“purging” Saturday avpeared to stand 
in the way of putting into effect im- 
mediately the interpretations of the 
German-Vatican couvcordat agreed 
upon Friday night. 

Catholics Resentful. 

While the religious controversy was 
relegated to_a secondary issue by the 
bloody smashing of itler’s opposi- 
tion, the killing of Klausener was 
deeply resented in high Catholic cir- 
cles. Many priests announced the 
death from their pulpits. 

The reason given for the execution 
of the Catholic leader, who for years 
was one of Germany’s most prominent 
churchmen, was understovd to be that 
he was slated to be minister of trans- 
| portation in the goverament the rebels 
planned to set up. 

(Prelates at Vatican City branded 
as “absurd” any charge that Klaus- 
ener was involved in a political upris- 
ing. Only a few days ago, they point- 
ed out, he affirmed in the name of 
Catholics their faith in religion and 
their devotion to their country.) 

The whole Catholic community, 
especially the youth organizations, 
'was deeply aroused over the execu- 
tion but there was no sign that re- 
sentment might be strong enough to 
cause an open outbreak under the 
present conditions. 

The German press, bearing the im- 
print of Hitler’s strung hand, ham- 
mered away at the idea that it’s all 
over now and that Germany is once | 
more breathing pure air after the re- | 
moval of polluted characters.

NEW YORK, July 2.—()—Inau- 
guration of an international express 
system, designed to speed shipping 
service to South American countries, 
was announced today in a joint state- 


}ment by the Pan-American Airways 


_— and Railway Express Agency, 
ne. 

Under a contract signed by J. T. 
Trippe, president of the airline, and 
L. O. Head, president of the Railway 
Express, representing the American 
railroads, the new service will start 
on August 1. 

The service, Trippe and Head said, 
will co-ordinate the express shipping 
facilities of the railroads with the 
Pan-American International Transport 
System. 

The agreement, a 20-year contract, 
transforms the air line into a channel 
over which the express shipping. fa- 
cilities of the American railroads will 
be extended for the first time tv 
South American countries. 

The international express system, to 
provide a high-speed shipping service 
for American foreign trade, and which 
will extend the door-to-door delivery 
service of the American trunk line 
railroads to 30 foreign countries, will 
become effective August 1. As a re- 
sult of a greatly simplified shipping 


procedure, effected by negotiations 
with 20 foreign  pelb ewes the new 
service will s ‘up transit time for 
merchandise from three to 30 tmies 
faster than any shipping service here- 
tofore available. ; 

Routed to the international aerial 
terminals at Miami, Fla.; _Browns- 
ville, Texas, or Los Angeles, Cal., by 
rail or air, express shipments will 
travel to their foreign destinations 
on the same fast schedules as the 
international air mail. Shipping time 
will be reduced to a fraction of that 
formerly required.

Here Is a Patriotic Quilt for July Fourth

“Three cheers for. the. red, white 
and the blue.

With some such sentiment Nancy 
Page greeted the members of her 
Nancy Page Quilt Club.: “I have de- 
signed a red, white,and blue quilt for 
you today. I hope you will like it. 
If you don’t want to use the three 
colors and be patriotic you may con- 
sider the design in the center of this 
block as a pin wheel. Reaching out 
from it are the sparks of color that 
fly from the lazing bit of fireworks. 


If you consider that aspect of this 
pattern then you may use a white for 
the center and the triangles bordering 
on it. The other triangle may be a 
dark color and the triangles in the 
corner may be a medium shade of the 
same color. ; 

A block something like this was 
sent in to Nancy and was called 
“Next door neighbor's quilt block. 
You may call it whatever name 
pleases you. 

The quilt club members were busily 
cutting the picture and_ directions 
from the paper and pasting them into 
ub scrap- 


it is easy to sew straight seams by 
following the pencil marks. 

The quilt club members chose fast 
color materials. Whenever they s5e- 
lected prints they took those with 
small all-over patterns. These cut to 
better advantage and look well in the 
finished quilt: The club members used 
number 60 white thread for piecing. 
They made a fast knot at the begin- 
ning of the seam which started in one- 
quarter inch from both the ends and 
raw edges and was ended one-quarter 
Two or three small 
firm backstitches helped to make the 
seam fast. 

The blocks were set together in all- 
over pattern with no strips nor sasb- 
ing between. The border was of three 
rows of material and was bound in 
the darkest of the three.

CHICAGO, July 2.—(#)—Notable 
inadequacy of speculative buying went 
hand in hand today with lower prices 
for grain, despite the fact that July 
unofficia] crop estimates were bullish. 

Vanishing of demand became so pro- 
nounced at times that neither in wheat 
nor in corn was the market readily 
able to absorb moderate selling to real- 
ize profits. As a result, numerous 
stop-loss orders were forced into exe- 
cution. Acting as a weight on wheat 
values was continued liberal movement 
of newly harvested grain in the south- 
west. 

Wheat closed weak at the day’s low- 
est level, 2 1-8 to 2 1-4 cents under 
Saturday's finish, corn 1 1-4 to 1 3-4 
down, oats 1-2 to 3-4 off, and provi- 
sions unchanged to 10 cents decline. 


Apparently, most traders were not 
prepared to take hold on the buying 
side of grains unless the July crop 
estimates proved to be a great deal 
more bullish than was actually the 
case. The average of today’s esti- 
mates indicated 1934 total domestic 
wheat production would be 517,000,- 
000 bushels, against unofficial June 
estimates of 542,000,000 bushels. On 
the other hand, today’s average un- 
official total was 17,000,000 bushels 
larger than the government June fore- 


cast, 500,000,000 bushels. 
The average of unofficial] estimates 


000, bushels, was yy the 
same as last year, but 250,000,000 
bushels below a 10-year average. Trad- 
ers, however, seemingly disregarded 
critical aspects of existing corn crop 
conditions and also disregarded ex- 
treme shortage of oats and other feed 
grains. 

Oats production was unofficially 
estimated at about half a normal 
amount. As a result, oat prices were 
accorded relatively more support than 
was given to wheat or corn. 

Provisions reflected downturns of 
hog values and of grains.

SAPIRO INDICTED 


IN BRIBERY PLO! 


Attorney Accused of Tam- 
pering With Jury in 
Mail Fraud Trial. 


NEW YORK, July 2.—(#)—<Aaron 
Sapiro, nationally known attorney who 
once sued Henry Ford for $1,000,000 
in a libel action, was indicted today 
| a federal grand jury on charges 
of conspiracy and attempted bribery 
of jurymen. 
The grand jury also indicted Sam 
Roth, who had been previously charg- 
ed with jury tampering in connection 
with the trial of Murry C. Harwood, 
Sidney Paris and others. 
This indictment related to the same 
trial, in which Harwood and Paris 
were convicted of mail fraud. After 
being sentenced, Harwood asserted in 
New York federal court that an attor- 
ney had promised to appeal the case, 
accepted $10,000 and then did not 
take action. The attorney was not 
named. 
Sapiro recently was acquitted “in 
Chicago of having conspired with 
others in Cook county, Illinois, to com- 
mit malicious mischief by causing the 
explosion of bombs, destroying build- 
ings and inflicting injuries on va- 
rious persons in the laundry business 
there. 
He returned te New York and-on 
June 7 entered a voluntary petition 
of bankruptcy, in which he estimated 
his assets at $14,425 and his liabili- 
ties at $181,000. oo 

Sapiro is charged in the indictment 
today with having made improper 
contacts with relatives of jurors in 
the Harwood-Paris trial, namely Ra- 
chel Chauvin, wife of Gaston Chau- 
vin, a juror; Alyse Lloyd Auerbach, 
wife of Frank Auerbach, a juror; and 
with Daniel Magrino, brother of Jos- 
eph Magrino, a juror, mee 
The fourth count in the indictment 
charges the two defendants with con- 
spiracy. It is set forth that in Jan- 
uary, 1933, Sapiro introduced Roth 
to Harwood in Sapiro’s Fifth avenue 
office. Sapiro was Harwood’s attor- 
ney at the time. ; 

it is also charged that in February, 
1933, Roth went to the Chauvin home. 
Federal officials refused to elaborate 
on statements made in the indictment. 
Harwood, Paris and C. Meir- 
diercks were on trial from January 
8, 1938, until March 13 on charges 
of using the mails to defraud in con- 
nection with a stock scheme. All were 
convicted. 
Paris and Harwood each were sen- 
tenced to four years. Harw at- 
tempted to take his own life after 
the conviction, slashing his wrists.

HENRY i. HORTON 
CLAIMED BY DEATH 


y 


CHAPEL HILL, Tenn., July 
(P)}—At the peaceful country home 
where he found rest after his turbulent 
years in Tennessee politics. former 
Governor Henry H: Horton died today 
in his 69th year. — 

The only chief @xecutive of the state 
ever to be the target for impeachment 
proceedings, Horton weathered the 
storm in ‘the spring and summer of 
1931 and had a longer continuous ten- 
ure than any of his predecessors in al- 
most a century—serving a little more 
than five years and three months. 

As speaker of the state senate, Hor- 
ton succeeded to the governorship Oc- 
tober 3, 1927, upon the death of Aus- 
tin Peay, was elected in 1928 and re- 
elected in 19380. His term expired 
January 17, 1933, and he left Nasb- 
ville immediately to spend the rest cJ 
his days in the quietude of his farm. 

Center of Storm. 

It was shortly after his re-election 
in 1930 that the then governor found 
himself in the center of a storm. Four 
banks with large state deposits failed 
and almost $7,000,000 of public funds 
were tied up. Two of Governor Hor- 
ton’s political allies, Luke Lea and 
Rogers Caldwell, were interested in 
these banks, either individually or 
jointly. 

A movement for a legislative inves- 
tigation of state affairs swept the 
state and in it Governor Horton join- 
ed, declaring he had no knowledge of 
any wrongdoing. 

A few days after the investigation 
ended eight articles of impeachment 
were presented in the house of repre- 
sentatives. The principal charge was 
that the governor had conspired to Jet 
Lea and Caldwell dominate certain 
departments of government for their 
financial gain, he to receive in return 
their support and that of the news- 
papers they controlled in his political 
campaigns. 

Exonerated by House. 

After three days of bitter debate 
the house voted 58 to 41 against im- 
peaching the governor and arraiguing 
him before the senate for trial on the 
conspiracy charge. Subsequently the 
other articles were rejected simultane- 
ously. 

Governor Horton was born at 
Princeton, Jackson county, Alabama, 
February 17, 1866. He taught school 
and practiced law before moving to 
his farm, from which he was called to 
the governor's chair.

Wilhoite Horton.

Roosevelt Called ‘Last Hope’ 
Of Democracy, Capitalism 


MYERS SEES NO NEED 


~FOR NEW FARM BL 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—(/)— 
W. I. Myers, governor of the farm 
credit administration, today took the 
view that refinancing of farm mort- 
gage indebtedness by his organization 
had done away with any need for 
wide use of the Frazier-Lemke farm 
debt moratorium bill. 

The moratorium measure was ap- 
proved by President Roosevelt over 


the protest of representatives of in- 
surance companies and other large 
holders of farm mortgage paper. The 
act gives debt-burdened farmers a 
chance to scale down their obligations 
through the federal court, or a five- 
year breathing spell if they were un- 
able to reach an agreement with their 
creditors. 

Myers’ statement was apparently an 
attempt to reassure those who fear 
the law materially will reduced the 
value of farm mortgage paper. 

He said “the Frazier-Lemke 
amendment to the bankruptcy act is 
in accord with the program of the 
farm credit administration since its 
attempts to prevent occasional selfish 
creditors from foreclosing on distressed 
farm debtors.” 

In a review of farm credit work, 
Myers disclosed that loans and com- 
mitments would result in the govern- 
ment becoming the holder of mort- 
gage indebtedness amounting to over 
$2,500,000,000, or more than 30 per 
cent of the present estimated total of 
$8,000,000,000 in farm mortgages. 

“Farmers as a class are very slow 


my experience in working with them 
personally and in the farm credit ad- 
ministration gives me every confidence 
that they still retain an ever-present 
urge to pay their debts. 

“More than 86 per cent of the in- 
stallments on land bank commissioner 
loans, which generally have been made 
to the most heavily indebted farmers, 
which matured prior to June 1 were 
paid on or before they were due.

faith.”

Will Mean Fascism or 
Communism, Harry 
Barnes Warns. 


UNIVERSITY, Va., July 2.—(?) 
Harry Elmer Barnes, historian, pro- 
fessor and author, called President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt the “last hope 
of democracy and capitalism,” as he 
addressed a round-table forum of the 
Institute of Public Affairs here today. 

Speaking on “Dictatorship and De- 
moeracy,”’ Mr. Barnes said “if the 
New Deal collapses we have the stark 
reality of fascism and then commu- 
nism staring us in the face.” 

“It is the New Deal, castor of or 
the firing squad. if the New Deal 
fails,” he continued, “there will be 
neither democrats nor republicans in 
1940. Partisan controversy in this 
country today—at least democrat-re- 
publican controversy—is like two men 
angrily debating about a heavy dew 
in the path of the Johnstown flood. 

Seeming Paradox. 

Mr. Barnes quoted from Thomas 
Jefferson, founder of the University 
of Virginia, which is sponsoring the 
institute, jn justification of the 
“brain trust.” He said that some 
might see grim irony in a group of 
American historians and _ publicists 
gathered at Jefferson's university over 
a Fourth of July period in solemn 
deliberation about the collapse of de- 
mocracy and individualistic capital- 


ism. 

“Rut Iam not sure that it is incon- 
sistent and paradoxial.,” Mr. Barnes 
said. “For although Jefferson is one 
of the great names associated with 
the democratic tradition, he never had 
any faith in that crude egalitarian, 
or nose-counting democracy, which -has 
now run its course in the United 
States. He believed that government 
must be in the hands of able experts. 

“Jefferson believed that the com- 
mon people might be trusted to rec- 
ognize their intellectual superiors and 
to place them in positions of gov- 
ernment, but he never believed in the 
capacity of the rabble to govern.” 

Predictions Unsafe. 

Speaking before the same discus- 
sion group on a_ kindred subject, 
“Does America Need a Mussolini?” 
Dr. Henry R. Spencer. chairman of 
the department of political science, 
Ohio State University, said that no 
prediction regarding democracy could 
be either safe or seemly today. 

“Tt is hard to imagine an American 
Napoleon or Mussolini. Our vast 
continent has fortunately maintained 
its constitution, not as one concen- 


trated republic, but as many united 
states. We still realize the danger 
of excessive concentration.”

NEW G. 0. P. CHAIRMAN 
LASRESE.D.R. PROGRAM 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—(UP)— 
A cail-to-arms to “smash the admin- 
istrations New Deal program before 
it crushes the nation,” was sounded 
tonight by Henry P. Fletcher, new 
chairman of the republican national 
committee. 

Lashing out in scathing answer to 
President Roosevelt’s nation-wide 
New Deal defense Thursday night. 
Fletcher left no doubt as to the course 
he will chart for his party in the 
fall congressional elections. 

“The New Deal is government from 
above,” he said, making his first 
public utterance since being chosen 
his party’s head. “It is based on the 
proposition that the people cannot 
manage their own affairs; that a gov- 
ernment of bureaucracy must manage 
them. 

“That ir, og oe died .142 years 
ago today—the day tHe independence 
resolution was adopted in Philadel- 
phia. 

“The republican party accepts the 
issue of the New Deal. 

Hits Agencies. 

“I will seek to return to congress 
enough members to oppose effectively, 
ite innovations. We do not want 
these alphabeticai, New Deal agencies 
to become permanent fixtures in our 
economic life. If the next congress 
is not more self-respecting and con- 
scious of its duties than the last, they 
may easily become permanent.” 

Fletcher than took up Mr. Roose- 
velt’s speech, point by point. giving 
republican answers to questions the 
president propounded to the nation 
and concluding with a bitter attack on 
the democratic-controlled seventy-third 
congress. 

“We are engaged paradoxically, in a 
contest to see whether democratic gov- 
ernment can survive,” he said, alluding 
to the elections. ‘“The republican 
party will be fighting for the inalien- 
able right of the people to govern 
themselves. 

“That is just what 
means.” ? 

Fletcher said that when the New 
Deal was launched, republicans did not 
protest. The party, he said, was then 
and is now just as anxious as the 
democrats to reduce unemployment, 
“but,” he added, “when the party in 
power began to tamper with our mone- 
tary system and set up bureaucratic 
agencies with complete control of in- 
dustry and agriculture, we began to

Doubts Soundness. 
“We did not doubt the honesty oe! 


this contest! 


their intentions but we did question 


the soundness of most of the hastily 
devised recovery measures. In the 
face of their 
criticism was useless. 
Moreover, it was denounced as unpa- 
triotic and obstructive. 

“For over a year the administra- 
tion had a free hand. Congress gave 
the president unlimited powers ove! 
lives and fortunes of our people and 
the president, in turn, delegated these 
powers to a vast and bewildering maze 
of administrative agencies. 

“Tt is this departure from democrat- 
ic principles and all that is distinct- 
ly American that is called the ‘New 
Deal,’”’ he said. | 

Fletcher said he didn’t have time 
for detailed discussion of the New 
Deal but promised that in the course 
of the fall campaigns “it will be ¢hor- 
oughly analyzed and discussed.” 

“Laws have been passed,” he said. 
“taking the property of our citizens 
without compensation and ‘suspending 
the obligations of contracts. Unless 
this tendency is checked I fear all con- 
tracts as between private parties will 
be increasingly difficult of enforce- 
ment.

Charges Monopoly. 

The government. he went on, has 
practically taken control of the na- 
tion’s system and mopolizes the money 
market. : 

“Any government which gets into its 
hands the accumlated savings of its 
people can, by their expenditure, cre- 
ate the illustion of prosperity and 
provide temporary jobs for the unem- 
ployed,” he said. “But this is en- 
tirely artificial. 

“Tt does not and cannot form a solid 
foundation on which to rebuild our 
economic structure.”

WASHINGTON, July 2.—(#)—To- 
bacco farmers will be represented on 
the authority to administer the code 
of fair competition for auction and 
loose leaf tobacco warehouses, the az- 
ricultural adjustment administration 
announced today in approving details 
of the code. 

Provision is made for a producers 
advisory committee of five members 
whose chairman will be a member of 
the authority set up under the code. 
The committee, it was said, is design- 
ed to represent the interests of the 
growers and to act as spokesman, 
through its chairman, for the pro- 
ducers. The chairman, however, will 
not be a voting member of the au- 
thority. 

The authority will have 11 voting 
members, 10 of whom will be elected 
by warehouse associations in the vari- 
ous tobacco belts and one by the mem- 
bers of the industry who are not 
warehouse association members.
